Applicant asserts that the limitations of independent claim 1 1 are not taught by Davidner (US 2002/0077581 ) or Weitzel (US 
Patent No. 6,913,588). The specification of the present application discloses "introduction of oxygen into the blood by means of 
the oxygenation device 205 is controlled in feedback by means of a control device 206 that measures both hematocrit" [00831. 
Both Davidner r 0029-00381 and Weitzel (column 9. lines 29-51 ) disclose a device capable of measuring the volume of blood 
including hematocrit. The Examiner respectfully maintains the rejection.
